A chain, having 
at the end of it four sharp-pointed hooks, 
was let down to me, and it was my business 
to tix the hooks in the bales of cotton yarn 
which formed the carge. As this was done, 
the bules were hauied up, I should teil you 
that the water is so thick below, that all 
my work tad to be done by feeling. 

“Well, having juat tixed the hooks in 
one of the bales, I signaled for thoee 
above to try if the strain would hold.

wrecks is sometimes very considerable. In 

| the year 15305, the Earl of Abergavenny, 
| East Indiarmen was last in ten fathoms o 
water. 
two divers—Mesers. J. and W. Braith- 
waite—recovered nearly tie whole of her 
valuable cargo, and £75,000 in silver dol- 
lara to boot. 

Another lucky diver was John Gann, 
who fished up with £100,000 from a 
Spanish galleon sunk off the Irish coast. 
‘The treasute of specie had been contained 
in barrels, but the wooden exteriors having 
long ago rotted away, the coins were 
gathered in lumps like figs. A part of the 
proceeds built a row of houses at Whit- 
stable, which still bears the name of 
Dollar Row. 

Again the Malabar was wrecked in 1860, 
and trom her hull was saved the treasure 
she carried, Amounting to not less thao 
£280,000, 

Often a wreck is sold for wnat it will 
fetch, and the purchaser gets what he can 
as 4 speculation. 

Thus the sunken Royal Charter was dis- 
posed of for £1000, and among the ealvage 
were a bar of pure gold weighing 94 pounds 
and a box containing £4000. 

Though the diving dress is more common- 
ly used for diving purposes, the diving beil 
is also extremely useful, especially in the 
laying of masonry under water. It is a 
large vessel full of air, but open at the 
bottom, fresh air being pumped into it by 
air-pumps, It is furnished with seats, and 
a chain pasees through the center, by which 
weights can be raised or lowered. 


A steamer which nad been built for the 
purpose of running the American blockade, 
and contained—as may be supposed—some 
very costly machinery, was sunk in 1865 off 
Lundy Island in the Bristol Channel, An 
engineer named McDutf went down in a 
diving-bell a depth of 42 feet, and eucceeded 
in bringing up the whole of the machinery 
piece by piece.

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LOBSTERS AND COD GALORE 


NEWFOUNDLAND HAS A VERY PRO- 
MISING INDUSTRY. 

A Deseription ef the Hatchery at Trintt® 
Bay-Supperted hy the Gevernmen 
and Vielding Fnormeus Catches—The 
Metheds of Fishing—Saimon Fishtag 
Bide Fair to Take au Impertant Place 

Ail the news that came from Newfound. 
and not long ago was of a discouraging 
sort,dealing as it did with financial reverse® 
of the Government banks and privat® 
individuals and the prostration of the 
Proviuce’s trade. Now there is to be 
chronicled another item of a very different 
nature, the unbounded succese of the cod 
and lobster hatchery in Trinity Bay, and 
with ita catch that promises to be a 
remarkably good one. 

Four years ago this hatchery was started 
at the instance of a merchant of St, John’s, 
and carried on fora while at his own ex- 
pense. Then the Government took it up 
and made it a province affair, placing it on 
® most liberal basis and sparing no expense 
in stocking the eea with fish. 

Trinity Bay was chosen as the location 
of the hatchery on account of ite sheltered 
position and ita many little inlets and shal- 
low bays. Ae the fry are sent out to shift 
Tor themselves afew weeks after they are 
hatched, shallow waters and sheltered 
shores are Ly far the best places for them 
to thrive in (eo the hatchery managersa ar- 
gued), for there they run little risk of being 
devoured by larger fish, or of being swept 
out into very deep water, and there also 
they have much less difficulty in obtaining 
their daily supply of food. 

ON BILDO ISLAND 

the hatchery was piaced and was put under 

the management of a Norwegian named 

Nelson. The Government provided a yearly 

appropriation of some $16,000, and this 

proved ample for every purpose. So well 

did Nelson manage the affairs of the hatch- 

ery that when the scientiste and men of 

affairs interested in fisheries met at the 

World’s Fair in a sort of small convention, 

the hatchery at Newfoundland, it was 

agreed by ail, had proved itself one of the 


best in the world.

Very many years ago 
the people were driven to etilt-walking. 
The wind from the Bay of Biacay biew the 
fine, white sand far inland, making what 
we cali dunes, which are waves of eand 
that remind you of the motion of high 
waves, They look like waves suddenly 
turned to sand.

Even the violent Chinese prejudice 
Aguinst the foreign missionaries, of which 
the recent outrages at the mission stations 
are the terrible fruit, itis not at all surpris- 
ing. It is natural and inevitable. It is no 
bitterer than the animosity which has been 
exhibited by our own people against China- 
men in this country; and it is very 
remarkable that the atrocities charged 
against the Chriatian missionaries in China 
by the ignorant and superstitious natives, 
closely resemble those which have been 
brought against Chinamen here. Suppose 
Chinamen established a regular system of 
missionary agencies for the propagation of 
their religion here, would they be any 
better treated by Christian mobs than the 
Christian missionaries have been treated by 
Chinese mobs? 


A great disadvantage through which 
Christianity has sullered in the East is that 
it has been introduced and propagated by 
foreigners, s@that the natural resentment 
agaist outeide interference has extended 
to include hatred of the religion itself, If, 
therefore, the Japanese desire that these 
foreign evangelizing agencies shail be re- 
moved, to be replaced by others conducted 
by themselves, would not the gratification 
of their desire tend to the removal of one 
of the greatest obstacles to the progress of 
Christianity in that country and in the 
East generally ?

VIVID MEMORIES TO THEIR MINDS, 


and they tell the following story:— We 
served throughout tne Crimean war from 
l4th September, 1554, till June, 1856, in 
the Highland Brigade, under that dashing 
officer, Sir Golin Campbell. We have to 
say that that brigade had the respect of 
the whole allied army, and of the Russians, 
too, aiter peace was signed, when a 
number of the men got passea, and went 
into. the Russian iines, besides having our 
bute fuli of Russians, who came to see us. 
We landed at Old Fort at about one 
o'clock, and formed line along with the 
brigade of guards, marchea about a mile 
inland from tre beach, and were ordered 
to he down with our knapsacks on our 
backs, and great coats rolled across our 
shoulders, We were toid not to light a 
tire, or match, or light a pipe. We were 
in the front line. Ab ut dusk a storm 
| came on, and the rain feil in torrents and 
of course we got wet through to the skin. 
In the morning you couid wring the water 
out of our kilts by bucket fulle. The sun 
came out about eight o’clock, and we got 
the order, atter it was seen that there wae 
no Russian army in sight, to strip, and get 
bonnets, coats and kiita dried. It was a 
sight tosee the men cutting about in all 
directions like maniacs, with the speed of 
racehorses, and nothing but their shirts on, 
but ultimately we felt fairly warm and 
dry. There was no wood to be got to lignt 
a fire, and the water was brackish and 
unpalatable. In the afternoon of that day 
they brought ashore three tents—bell- 
shaped. The men of each company tossed 
up as to who shouid go into the tents, but 


“they only held eighteen to twenty men 


each, and most of us spent another night 
in the open, About midnight the picquets 
began firing. The shouts and bugles 
sounded, 


** STAND TO YOUR ARMS!” 


and all over the British and French caraps 
we began -to fali in. All the men who 
were lying outside wore up like ashot, but 
some of those in the tente were in a bad 
fix, tor the heavy dew had shrunk the tents 
up so tight that they could uot get the 
flaps opened, and one of the tente was lifted 
up bodily, pole and all, and out came the 
occupants, scrambling over each other in 
their eagerness to get to their places in 
their company. Nothing came of thescurry 
on this occasion, as a mistake had been 
made by some of the French sentries. We 
iay in that place until the 18th September, 
wondering where the tents had got to, A 
number of us fell sick on account of the 
brackish water, but there wasa wonderful 
reluctance on the part of the men to going 
on the sick list ; they would go with their 
comrades at all nazards or die in the at- 
tempt. On the morning of the 19th we all 
fell in by regiments, and all of us looked 
with confidence toour brigadier, with ali 
his medale on hie breast. ‘* Condie” we 
called him, Then the Highland brigade 
consisting of the 42nd, 93rd, 79th regi- 
mente, got the order to fix bayonets, 
shoulder arms, and quick march. We went 
about @ quarter of a mile, and took up our 
position alongside of the brigade of guards, 
with two batteries of artillery between us, 
| The other sections of the army came up, 
and to the sound of cur numerous bands, 
that seemed to fill the air with martial 
noe, the whole column moved forward.
